The close 
of 1928 is no exception. There has 
been a distinct step-up in value 
offered in exchange for the buyer’s 
money 

Lines already out have been pre- 
pared with prompt distribution 
clearly in mind, and there will be 
a smaller percentage of disappointed 
buyers, whose hearts have been set 
on getting delivery by a certain 
date. Volume of production is more 
flexible than it ever was before, and 
the major organizations are ready 
to handle the flood of orders expe- 
ditiously. 

Strictly new cars are moving 
well and cars that are about to be 
superseded are hard to sell. That 
about sums up the present situa- 
tion, so far as present models are 
concerned.

N. J.-Pennsylvania

Ohio Law M akers 
To Have Three Bills

Cleveland, Dec. 15.—Three impor- 
tant pieces of legislation which af- 
fect motorists and those serving the 
automotive industry will be before 
the Ohio General Assembly next 
month, according to Fred H. Caley, 
|secretary of the Cleveland Automo- 
bile Association. 

One will be a drivers’ license law, 
which organized motorists will sup- 
port. The second will be an at- 
tempt to enact a compulsory auto- 
mobile liability insurance act, which 
the club is expected to fight. The 
third will be legislation regulating 
the sale in Ohio of gasoline and oil 
{to motorists. As the matter is in- 
tended to check the practice of 
marketing inferior grades of gaso- 
|line and oil as first grades the club 
| will support this legislation. 
| It is not known as yet who will 
sponsor the insurance legislation, 
jalthough ‘there is a considerable fac- 
tion interested in getting such legis- 
lation enacted. The motor clubs 
|will fight to keep motor vehicle 
taxes, including the 3-cent gasoline 
tax and the present scale of tag fees 
unchanged, believing motorists are 
already providing sufficient reve- 
nue for highway construction and 
upkeep. 


One-Cent Gas Tax 
Increase Proposed 
In Indiana Bill 


Indianapolis, Dec. 15.—With the 


lature scheduled to meet in biennial 
session next month considerable 
agitation is going the rounds favor- 
ing a l-cent increase in the gasoline 
tax, or a flat $5 increase in auto- 
mobile license fees to take care of 
the state road building program.
